Mimicking the famous is, and always has 
been, a favorite mode of humor. Prince or presi­ 
dent, magnate or movla star, anyone In the pub­ 
lic eye can enact to see his idiosyneraaiea turned 
Into fodder for laogha. 


Some are ideasad perhapa on the theory 
that imitation la the aineaiaat form of flattery. 
But suppose the person mimidcad la not pleaaed. 
Does he have a legal kkk aoming? 


As a rule, the anawer is no. Whatever an­ 
guish he feels Is eonahiarsd one of the penalties 
of fame. The law gives a kind 4>f poetic license 
to the mimic to practice what it calls **a dis­ 
tinct variety of the histrionic art.**. 


However, there are limits. Even the fam- 
oua are entitled to be ahlalded agalnat tha imi­ 
tator who goea too far. 


For one thing, mimlery most not be osed 
as a device for defamation of character. 


person shall not be altowed,” said a 
judge. 
murder another’s reputation in jest.” 


For another thing, the mimic — even though 
telling no lies — must not violate the right of 
privacy. He must not expose the areas of the 
person’s life that are not **falr game** for public 
dissection. Thus, revelation of a tycoon’s per­ 
sonal peccadilloes, if totally unrelated to his busi­ 
ness career, might well be an hivaalon of his 
privacy. 


What if the mimic uses Imitation not for 
humor at all, but rather to pass himself off as 
the real thing? In one case, an actor assumed 
a name and mannerisms similar to those of a 
famous entertainer, ao aa to trick aodlancaa into 
oomhig to see him. 


But a court finally halted him with an in­ 
junction, partly to protect the original enter 
tainer, partly to protect the public. As one judge 
put it: 


*'First, a man who has a reputation for ex­ 
cellence is entitled to be protected In the reputa­ 
tion tlius established; a r' second, the public 
ahould be protected against whomsoever places 
a counterfeit article oo tha market la the like­ 
ness of the genuine.**

Proper cooling alter killing 
a deer, 
thea tranaportlng It 
la the coolest poetible man­ 
ner will pay off big didlvends 
at the dinner table later on. 


Once your dear It 
don’t waste a lot of HaM btK 
fore dressing it out complete- 
ly. 
This should include re­ 
moval of everything from stem 
to stem, including the heart 
and lungs in the cheft cavltir. 
If near a creek, don’t be afraid 
to slush a few buckets of wa­ 
ter inside the cavitjr to re- 
■K»ve all blood and hair, but 
be sure to dry It out right 
away with clean clotli^ 


The carcass should be cool 
aeveral hours before It Is 
trantported. 
Prop tha body 
apen with a stick wedge eroet-' 
wlae. 
If possible, 
hang the 
daer from a tree or ever a 
ftnoe where It can continue 
to drain as much as possible. 
Getting the deer off the ground 
will help it cool fatter. 


Hauling your deer by car If 
best done on a cartop carrier 
er tied acrott the trunk. If 
you have room and the deer 
It compltely cooled out, you 
ean aleo carry it intide the 
trunk. 
In this latter caae, 
however, don*t park for long 
ptfiodt of time in the tun un- 
lam you want your veniaon 
half-eooked by the time you 
get It back home.

The optometrist found that 
all of the victims who were 
accidentally shot whea mis­ 
taken for game wore rad doth- 
lag. But f i par cant of the 
aaa who ahol tkem wore col 
or-blind—and red is aa drab 
aa the fan landscape to the 
color-blind. 


To emphasiM the potential 
danger from this standpoint it 
dMHild be noted that eight to 
nine per cent of all men are 
color-blind and have particu­ 
lar trouble distinguishing be­ 
tween red and green. 


Perhaps the nnost fHghtenins 
discovery from the Minnesote 
study was that most of the 
hunters with visual defecte 
were not aware of it. Three 
out of four color-blind men 
never even suspected their 
handicap.
